Calgary, July 24—Thomas C, Irving of 
Toronto, general manager for Canada of 
Bradstreet’s financial agency, who is ac- 
companying William Whyte ,second vice- 
president of the C.P.R., on his tour of 
the West, spent yesterday looking over 
the city and sizing up the financial con- 
ditions, 

When asked as to how he found mat- 
ters in the West, Mr. Irving spoke very 
optimistically. * 

He said that there could be no bet- 
ter outlook for the country, and what he 
had seen during the past coupe of weeks 
would surprise even the most optimistic, 
and he was so reporting to his principals 
in. New York. 

The failures throughout. Canada for 
the first six nitmths. of this year had 
been slightly greater than for the” cdr- 
responding six months last year, but 
this was not to be wondered at in view 
of the comparative crop failure of 1907, 
ond the financial depression. 

Western Merchants are Wise. 

The merchants, especially in the ‘Vest, 
were showing a wise discretion in th: ! 
matter of buying goods, until they see 
for a certainty how the crop is going to 
pan out,’ The banks, too, are in his 
opinion, pursuing a wise policy in the 
inatter of loans, but the general feeling 
throughout the coratry is that the dan- 
ger point is past. 

Mr. Irving said that he would ac- 
company Mr. Whyte to Skagway, and 
would Le*back in a conple of weeks, 
when he would be able to estimate the 
conditions beyond preadventure. 

Crops of 140,000,000 Bushels. 

In consultation with Mr. Whyte in 
travelling over the country, they had 
estimated the crop at from 130,000,000 
to 140,000,000 bushels, which is more than 
double that of last vear, Of course there 
is a great. increased acreage. under culti- 
vation, bnt the average yield promises 
to be very high. This cannot fail to at- 
tract attention to Western Canada’ from 
ali over the world, and be the cause of 
a great influx of the best class of imii- 
grants and of capital for the develop 
ment of the resources of the country. 

Visit of Editors. 

Mr. Irving is of the opinion that the 
visit of the Minnesota editor uxder such 
favorable circumstances will he of great 
benefit. A large percentage of them were 
editors of weekly papers, ,which circulate 
among the farmers, who are the very 
class that it is most desirable to reach, 
They ‘all formed a highly favorable im 
pression of the country, and the account 
of their trip, which they will doubtless 
publish on their retarn home, will be 
the very beat possible kind of immigra- 
tion literature.

in immigration from abroad, as the 
number of arrivals from the United 
States shows an increase of one per 
ceut, over lost year.

COLIN FRASER DOWN 
WITH HIS FUR PACK 


Veteran Fur Trade Brings in 23 Packs 
of Furs, Which He Valued at 816,000 
Previous to the Drop in Fur Prices— 
Tragedies in the North Country. 


Colin Fraser, the well-known — fur- 
trader fron: the north arrived in the city 
last night from the north where he has 
been collecting the furs at his different 
fur trading posts, secured during — the 
past winter, The furs are in the fur 
warehouse of McDougall & Secord and 
will be sold by auction this week in 
Henry Fraser’s fur room. Mr. Fraser 
Will return to the north country in about 
two weeks, 

Interviewed hy a Bulletin representa- 
tive this morning Colin Fraser stated 
that he had with him this year 2 
packs of fur of various kinds, The sup- 
ply was not so large as last year owing 
to the scarcity of fur bearing animals in 
the north last year. 

“What do you estimate the value of 
your fues to be?” Mr. Fraser was asked. 

“Well, I did think they would be 
worth about $15,000 but they tell me 
the price of fur has goace away down so 
I don’t suppose £ will get that much 
for them,” was the reply,

Mr. Fraser, provincial inspector of boil- 
ers; Mr. Martin, of the provincial edu- 
catiqn department, Mr. Walton, a Peace 
River, trapper, and others. They left 
Port Chipewyan on July 6th and reach- 
ed the Landing in seventeen days, a 
quick trip. 

Mr. Fraser stated that he was present 
at Fort Chipewyan at the time of the 
fire at the Roman Catholic Mission on 
Juw 18th. The fire broke out in the 
night and when the alarm was given the 
storehouse was in flames. About sixty 
Indians turned out with kettles and 
managed to put the fire out with water 
from the lake, A large amount of the 
stores for next year were burned and 
several valuable dogs but the priests’ 
house and the mission were saved. Great 
eredit is due Geo. Lontiet, steersman on 
the H.B. Company's ¢ boat and Capt, 
kelly for his work in checking the 
flames. 

Mr. Fraser also gave the details of the 
drowing accident at Smith’s Landing 
when two Roman Catholic priests were 
One 
was Father Bermond, who was in charge 
of the Roman Catholic Mission 4 
Smith's Landing and who has labored 
for 21 years in the north. The other 
Was Father Brohan, a young priest just 
out from France, who was on his way 
to the McKenzie River District. The 
high water in the river aad the swift 
current caused the boat in which the 
two men proveeded to capsize and both 
were drowned, Their bodies have aot 
yet been recoveved.

spend u great deal more on freight than 
on travel, would consent to. be saccvifieed 
to give cheapey faves to people in the 
towns and cities, who may travel much 
but never, perhaps, dispatch or receive 
an ounce of freight in a year, Vassenger 
traffic, with a standard tariff of 3 cents 
does not much more than pay for itself 
at the present time, the return on the 
capital invested being less than four per 
cent.; and it is the freight that really 
provides the companies with the lion's 
share of profit, So that it is hardly 
justifiable that there should be a redue- 
tion of passenger fares at the expense 
of the freight rates, in which the whole 
of the producers of the country are more 
largely interested. The revenue of the 
passenger traffic is about 22.75 per cent, 
of the whole railway revenue; end, in 
reducing the passenger rates at the ex- 
pense of freight, -ariiament would not 
be carrying out the well-approved maxim 
of “the greatest good for the greatest 
number.” Much of the railway travel is 
merely pleasure; and the business of the 
conatey slould not be subordinated to 
the inforests of pleasureceekers,
